CHARLESTON (f) — Democrat 
won all the statewide races in 
’Tuesday’s election in West Vir­ 
ginia, av enging their defeat of four 
years ago. 
Sen. John F. Kennedy carried 
off the state’s eight electoral v otes 
for president; Sen Jennings Ran­ 
dolph was re-elected, and S t a t e 
Attorney General W. W. (Wally) 
Barron was elected gov ernor. 
Kennedy’s margin ov er V i c e 
President Richard M. Nixon, the 
Repub lican nominee, had passed 
74,000. It was the b iggest presi­ 
dential edge in West Virginia since 
President Harry S. Truman car­ 
ried the rtate b y almost 113,000 
in 1946. Ev en so, Kennedy failed 
to lead the Democratic ticket. 
That honor fell to Randolph. His 
majority ov er Repub lican Gov . Ce­ 
cil H. Underwood was past 170,- 
0 0 0. 
Underwood, who turned 38 last 
Saturday, is finishing a term as 
the youngest gov ernor in West Vir­ 
ginia history and the first Rejmb - 
lican in that office since 1929-33. 
Constitutionally b arred from suc­ 
ceeding himself as gov ernor, he 
challenged Randolph’s b id for re- 
election to the Senate.

Nixon's count was 168.

Kennedy amassed his impres­ 
siv e total b y taking the electoral ' 
v ote of 19 states and winning the 
support of fiv e of AlatoamrMi’e 11 
electors. The state’s other six 
were uncommitted. 
But the Démocratie candidate 
was finding Nixon a difficult man 
to down finally, deb ite the fact

No one can have confidence in 
America until he has convinced himself that 
the people, themselves, are its best guarantee 
of sound judgment and decent dealing. 


AMERICANS HAVE built their confidence 
In eventual world stability on majority rule 
and the sovereignty ^of the people. If all 
people everywhere had the advantages of 
majority rule, there would be nothing to fear. 
■The peíale never would vote to destroy 
themselves. They would not k ill one another 
in wars. They would not try to terrorize one 
another. They would not tolerate brutality and 
injustice. 
There is nothing more dependable in the 
affairs of men than the judgment of a freely 
Informed majority. 
This was the proposition on which the United 
States was founded. 
This proposition has brought it from the 
last quarter of the 18th century into the last 
half of the 20th century. 
The election has come and gone. Whether 
your man won or lost, accept the results. A 
majority of Americans can’t be wrong. 


Na tio na lism Ca n’t Cure Ev ery thing 


Tribalism in the United States is concealed 
beneath so many different names and prac­ 
ticed in so many different forms no one 
think s of it as a special problem here. 
‘ But in Africa, where It is called by its 
right name and practiced in a standard form, 
it has turned into the most bothersome prob­ 
lem plaguing nationalists striving to bestow 
this blessing of the enlightened world on the 
Initiates of the Dark Continent.

WORKING on the personal his­ 
tories of the men who mak e up 
the hierarchy of the world’s only 
organized criminal syndicate are 
the agents of *ne FBI, the Narcotics 
Bureaus, the Internal

Service, the Immigration and Nat­ 
uralization Service, the Custom 
Service and even the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Unit of the Treasury 
Department. 
This {Hits at the disposal of the

some 10,000 special agents. 
Not only are the hood’s 
pa s t 
lives an open book , but the most 
powerful 
mob 
leadershq> can’t 
m ^e a move now in any one of 
several score cities without being

work with another band of or­ 
ganized crime specialists. 
This second group inside the 
Justice Department w made 
of 
56 men "specially oesignated to 
concentrate full or part time on 
organized crime in the various 
districts."

"substantial part” of their time to

THE RECORDS s h 0 w that at 
least 50 of the 100 top national 
criminal leaders are in prison or 
have been convicted and are out 
on appeal or are under indictment. 
It was 214 years ago that the 
Justice Department announced it 
would get the entire 100 and then 
go after another big batch. 
On the industrial front, the cas­ 
ualties for the mob have been 
heavy, too. The men sent into the 
labor movement by the syndicate 
are, of course, lesser lights more 
easily put out. 
But the Justice Department rec­ 
ord is good — 148 convictions have 
been won in the past seven years. 
These prosecutions have come 
under the Taft-Hartley law and the 


anti-terror and anti-extortion Hobbs 
Act. 
In addition, the Justice Depart­ 
ment has used the FBI to run down 
McClellan committee leads. This 
has brought 12 convictions and 
"18 pending indictments.” 
Also there were 18 convictions of 
labor officials on i n c o m e tax 
charges including 
f r a ud and 
evasion. 
It’s slow work . But it slows down 
the invasion of the labor move­ 
ment. It delays the spread of rot­ 
ten boroughs in which the rank -and- 
file is exploited and sold out. 
These are the fortified points 
from which the mob combines and 
private crook s conspire against 
vast national unions.

But in the very first de­ 
bate he not only landed side by 
side with Nixon in TO million 
homes but. many thought, had 
much the better of it.

In his efforts to sound homey he 
frequently reduced his statements 
to the teen-age level, an effort 
which Nixon seemed to forget 
might offend many intelligent peo­ 
ple. But, as he said, he didn’t 
think most people paid attention 
to details.

Now that the American election 
campaign is over, the issue of 
peace or war becomes paramount 
in the world today. The Soviet 
Union has been 
waiting for the 
outcome of the 
campaign 
t o 
deteimine just 
what its next 
move will be. 
T he theory 
of the Soviets 
is that basical­ 
ly the West is 
disunited a nd 
militarily u n- David Lawrence 
prepared for the k ind of "limited 
war,” rather than nuclear war, 
which Moscow would risk . 
There are plenty of issues on 
which a crisis can be buUt. The 
status of West Berlin is one of 
them. It has always been felt here 
that when the next big break came 
between the East and West, the 
Soviets would simultaneously step 
up their activities, not only in the 
Far East and Africa, but in Cuba 
and Latin America, so as to pro­ 
vide the maximum amount of em­ 
barrassment for the United States 
and its allies. 
The Soviet strategy, of course, 
has been developed in what is 
k nown as the "cold war” as a 
means of securing Communist ob­ 
jectives without tak ing the ri^ of 
military action. 
The idea is to bluff the West 
into ma’iiing concessions, on the 
theory that the western alliance 
will give in rather than allow even 
a "limited war” to be brought oh. 


THE SITUATION in the West 
gradually deteriorated in the last 
few months. Perhaps the biggest 
single 
encouragement 
that has 
been given the Soviets is what has 
tak en place 
in 
Great 
Britain, 
where the British Labor party is 
split wide open. 
One faction is insistent that bases 
not be granted to the United 
States in Europe. The other is 
standing by America but indica­ 
tions are that the so-called "left 
wing” is mak ing progress by ap­ 
pealing to the pacifist sentiments. 
The situation in Italy is still one 
of irreconcilable conflict between 
the Communists and anti-Commu- 
nists but perhaps the biggest gains 
have been made by the Commu­ 
nists throughout Latin America. 


THE BIG QUESTION ma r k , 
however, is what will the United 
States do about it all? 
Both candidates in f-e presiden­ 
tial campaign promised a more 
vigorous assertion of American 
policy. But the details were not 
spelled out. 
Both nominees indicated that 


they would lik e to talk further 
with Nik ita Khrushchev. This has 
been interpreted abroad as mean­ 
ing that there will be more and 
more parleys before the real crisis 
will develop. The time will come, 
however, when Premier Khrush­ 
chev will decide to test American’s 
resolution and the effectiveness of 
its leadership in the world. 
The climax is not expected to 
come at once but certainly within 
the next year the pecó le of the 
United States will have to mak e 
up their minds whether they wish 
to prepare for real sacrifices and 
face sternly the Communist threat, 
or whether they want to drift along 
with more and more conferences 
that in the end will inevitably mean 
demands for greater and greater 
concessions. 
It was this process of frequent 
conferences and steadily increasing 
c o n c e s s i o n s that encouraged 
Hitler to believe that the West 
wouldn’t fight. 
Without doing any sabre-rattling 
and without tak ing any provoca­ 
tive steps, the United States will 
be obliged to indicate in no uncer­ 
tain terms that it will fight if nec­ 
essary for the protection of the 
whole western alliance, including 
Berlin. 


THE HOPE of Moscow has been 
that the presidential election would 
muddy the waters, produce vacil­ 
lation in American policy and ulti­ 
mately a retreat in the face of 
growing demands by the Soviet gov­ 
ernment. 
With the e l e c t i o n campaign 
over, there will he less partisan­ 
ship exhibited In 
the 
United 
States and a tendency to uni t e 
rank s behind the government’s pol­ 
icy. But the pressures of the paci­ 
fist elements and the appeasers, 
who believe that by more confer­ 
ences war can be avoided, will con­ 
tinue, while in Moscow efforts will 
be intensified to bear down more 
and more heavily on the West in 
the belief that big gains for the 
Soviets can he made through such 
maneuvers. 
So far as a nuclear war is con­ 
cerned, the belief is growing that 
neither side would wish to use 
nuclear weapons and that a so- 
called "limited war” is more lik e­ 
ly to ensue. 
The Soviet theory, of course, is 
that the Communist regime can 
stand such a war much more read­ 
ily than can the national economy 
of each of the Western countries. 
Now that the American election 
is over, the Soviet policy will tend 
to become clearer. If ever in his­ 
tory there were a need for maxi­ 
mum alertness d ur i n g so-called 
peacetime, it will be in the next 
few months.

NEW YORK (AP) — Business­ 
men are sizing up th' election re­ 
sults today. But except for some 
in^jressionable 
stock 
traders, 
most observers think whatever 
real effect there will he on the 
business climate is months away. 
The winner’s policies, as dis­ 
tinct frwn campaign promises, 
are yet to tak e concrete form. 
And even after the new occupant 
o i the White House has made 
these clear, most of them will still 
be up for the Congress to decide 
whether they wü l or won’t become 
realities. 
The stock mariiet’s reaction for 
a few days will tell a lot about 
what some traders think is in 
store. 
But the history of the mark et’s 
initial reflexes to election returns 
hasn’t been impressive. In almost 
all instances it has been short­ 
lived—reflecting the 
enthusiasm 
of partisans of the winning side 
and the gloom and doom feelings 
of partisans of the losing side. 
Usually the mark et has resumed 
quick ly the course it already was 
tak ing. 
Actual business conditions and 
prospects will count more the rest 
of this year than will guesses as 
to what the new administration 
may do—either to spur industry 
or to enact policies it considers 
restrictive. 
Even guesses as to whether a 
sound dollar or more inflation is 
in store will remain just that for 
some time—mere guesses. 
Remember it is President Ei­ 
senhower who will deliver the 
State of the Union message next 
January. He will present the next 
budget to the new Congress. And 
while he is expected to consult his 
successor on the new budget, it’s 
unlik ely that President Eisenhow­ 
er will propose any expenditures 
of which he strongly disapproves. 
They would have to wait untU 
late in January at the earliest. 
The 
incoming 
president 
has 
made it plain he expects to spend 
more money than the present one. 
Businessmen have already dis­ 
counted this in advance, noting 
that in their campaign ;ff>eeches 
both candidates had tak en this 
stand. 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
been moving since March — and 
especially in recent week s — to 
mak e credit plentiful and interest 
rates lower. The U.S. Treasury, as 
a 
sort of counterbalance, has 
tak en steps of late to k eep short­ 
term interest rates stable — and 
thus to retard the flow of U. S. 
dollars and gold abroad to more 
lucratite investment mark ets. 
Mov^ to pn^ect 


stability already are under way. 
It wUl be some time before new* 
administration 
policies 
could 
change this trend. 
And international bank ers note 
that both candidates during the 
closing week s of the can^iaigo 
promised, at least, to work for 
a sound dollar. 
So the incoming president Is 
pledged to be as much against 
inflation as he is against sin. The 
measures that will mak e or break 
his pledge are yet to be spelled 
out concretely.

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In America, Majority Can’t Be Wrong 


Behind the admonition from newspapers, 
television networks, radio stations and many 


other sources to go to the polls and vote on 
Election Day is a great and fundamental 
truth about our kind of government. 
In America, a majority can’t be wrong. 


It can go contrary to precedent. 
It can upset custom. 
It can cut across the grain of tradition, 
It can make a decision with revolutionary 
effect. 
It can start down the road to ruin, if it 
chooses. 
But it can’t be wrong. 


THIS WAS a startling concept in 1776 and 
in 1789, when popular sovereignty was writ­ 
ten into the Constitution. It was so startling 
that it was kept at arm ’s length for many 
years after self-government got under way. 
Even free Americans did not have that 
much confidence in the credo of majority rule. 
But without confidence, majority rule is a 
mockery. It is as if government by the people 
had been made conditional on the way the 
people governed themselves—popular freedom 
with strings attached. 


That’s not the way it is. The people’s sov­ 
ereignty in America is absolute. It is not 
limited. No one can have confidence in 
America until he has convinced himself that 
the people, themselves, are its best guarantee 
of sound judgment and decent dealing. 


AMERICANS HAVE built their confidence 
In eventual world stability on majority rule 
and the sovereignty of the people. If all 
people everywhere had the advantages of 
majority rule, there would be nothing to fear. 
The people never would vote to destroy 
themselves. They would not kill one another 
in wars. They would not try to terrorize one 
another. They would not tolerate brutality and 
injustice. 
There is nothing more dependable in the 
affairs of men than the judgment of a freely 
informed majority. 
This was the proposition on which the United 
States was founded. 
This proposition has brought it from the 
last quarter of the 18th century into the last 
half of the 20th century. 
The election has come and gone. Whether 
your man won or lost, accept the results. A 
majority of Americans can’t be wrong. 


Nationalism Can’t Cure Everything 


Tribalism in the United States is concealed 
beneath so many different names and prac­ 
ticed in so many different forms no one 
thinks of it as a special problem here. 
But in Africa, where it is called by its 
right name and practiced in a standard form, 
it has turned into the most bothersome prob­ 
lem plaguing nationalists striving to bestow 
this blessing of the enlightened world on the 
initiates of the Dark Continent. 
They don’t understand what it is to be a 
nation. It is something they never knew 
about in Africa — a foreign concept. They 
have had no national languages, only tribal 
languages. Their arts, social customs, fam­ 
ily life, religion and group security have been 
tribal, not national. 
Consequently, when new leaders talk to 
them about their obligations as members of 
a nation they are as puzzled as deep southern­ 
ers In America who are urged to put segre­ 
gation behind them for the sake of the nation. 
With southerners segregation is a tribal pre­ 
rogative. as prudence is with the pure strain 
of New Englanders. It is as sacred to their

It will seem odd to go to a drugstore for 
a capsule and be asked “Have you a union 
card or are you sick while unaffiliated with 
any labor group?” 
A chain of drugstores can make nonunion 
sick folks pretty jealous and cause them to 
organize the White Collar Apothecary Shops 
and Community League Cut-Rate Drugstores, 
through which to cure their aches and pains 
for less money. 
Prices asked for new drugs are admittedly 
so high that the sick have to hock their fur­ 
niture to pay drugstore bills but druggists 
say manufacturers are responsible. 
They will fight union cut-rate chain as un­ 
fair competition and point out that such phar­ 
macies could drive others out of business and 
create neighborhoods where only a union 
drugstores, serving union members, could sur­ 
vive. 
Labor unions are also considering drug in­ 
surance among the line of hospital insurance. 
After this maybe the union will operate chain 
of doctors’ offices.

and his Criminal Division chief, 
Malcolm Wilkey. 
The department has created a 
network of 82 U.S. attorneys who 
are experts in syndicated crime. 
Twenty six of these specialists op­ 
erate as a unit in the Justice De­ 
partment’s national headquarters. 
This selected group has a daring 
and unprecedented task beset de­ 
scribed by Mr. Rogers himself: 
”. . . (they are) engaged in the 
continuous analysis of the vulner­ 
able points in the lifetime careers 
of over 250 known racketeers in 
the U.S ” 


WORKING on the personal his­ 
tories of the men who make up 
the hierarchy of the world’s only 
organized criminal syndicate are 
the agents of the FBf, the Narcotics 
Bureaus, the Internal R e v e n u e 
Service, the Immigration and Nat­ 
uralization 
Service, 
the Custom 
Service and even the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Unit of the Treasury 
Department, 
This puts at the disposal of the 
selected 
26 
the 
knowledge 
of 
some 10,000 special agents. 
Not only are the hood’s p a s t 
lives an open book, but the most 
powerful 
mob 
leadership can't 
make a move now in any one of 
several score cities without being 
under surveillance of f e d e r a l 
agents. These investigators a l s o 
work with another band of or­ 
ganized crime specialists. 
This second group inside the 
Justice Department « made up of 
56 men “specially Designated to 
concentrate full or part time on 
organized crime in t b e various 
districts.” 
They usually are assistants to 
regional U.S. attorneys who now 
are under directives to devote a 
“substantial part” of their time to 
the crime magnates — a word ad­ 
visedly used. 
Such close 
surveillance 
would 
make many a man nervous. The 
syndicate is used to heat. 
However, this heat is beginning 
to melt some of the steel nerves 
and the boys are policing them­ 
selves more carefully now They 
want no one stepping out of line ar 
creating an incident.

THE RECORDS s h o w that at 
least 50 of the IOO top national 
criminal leaders are in prison or 
have been convicted and are out 
on appeal or are under indictment. 
It was IV* years ago that the 
Justice Department announced it 
would get the entire IOO and then 
go after another big batch. 
On the industrial front, the cas­ 
ualties for the mob have been 
heavy, too. The men sent into the 
labor movement by the syndicate 
are. of course, lesser lights more 
easily put out. 
But the Justice Department rec­ 
ord is good — 148 convictions have 
been won in the past seven years. 
These prosecutions have come 
under the Taft-Hartley law and the 


anti-terror and anti-extortion Hobbs 
Act. 
In addition, the Justice Depart­ 
ment has used the FBI to run down 
McClellan committee leads. This 
has brought 
12 convictions 
and 
“ 18 pending indictments.” 
Also there were 18 convictions of 
labor officials on i n c o m e tax 
charges 
including 
f r a u d 
and 
evasion. 
It’s slow work. But it slows down 
the invasion of the labor move­ 
ment. It delays the spread of rot­ 
ten boroughs in which the rank-and- 
file is exploited and sold out. 
These are the fortified points 
from which the mob combines and 
private crooks 
conspire 
against 
vast national unions.

WASHINGTON 
A h a t f u l of explanations are 
mixed up in Sen. John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s apparent victory over Vice 
President Richard M. N i x o n in 
Tuesday’s presidential election. 
They range from the personal

seemed to explode the myth that

I. The close vote showed what 
had been apparent throughout the 
campaign. There was no over­ 
whelming enthusiasm for either 
man. The choice was between two 
men rather than between two par­ 
ties. 
But that the voters could and 
did choose sharply between par­ 
ties was demonstrated by the re­ 
sults in the congressional races. 
For the 13th time in the 15 elec­ 
tions since 1932 for House and 
Senate the Democrats were given 
control of Congress. 


. 2 . The congressional results in­ 
dicate that if Kennedy had been 
a Republican he might have been 
whipped. 
For 
this 
reason: 
He 
probably 
benefited 
from 
voters 
who saw little to choose between 
him and Nixon but cast a straight 
Democratic ballot 
3. Something in Nixon's make­ 
up hurt him In an almost mysti­ 
cal way some voters said they 
were picking Kennedy because “ I 
don’t like Nixon” although when 
asked why they couldn’t say. 
4. Nixon undoubtedly got some 
benefit from being associated with 
President Eisenhower and his ad­ 
ministration 
but 
it also 
handi- 
caped him. 
Because he had been part of it 
he couldn’t be critical of it, even 
if he had wanted to. He defended 
the administration, and couldn't 
go much beyond its performance 
and programs in offering ideas of 
his own 
He was handcuffed in another 
way too. While Kennedy could of­ 
fer 
unhindered 
and 
apparently 
popular 
liberal 
programs 
and 
promises, 
Nixon 
had

ll. Kennedy, by preserving an 
even tone and temper, presented 
an image of himself as a man 
both serious and reliable. Nixon, 
self-consciously, played up to the 
listeners. 
In his efforts to sound homey he 
frequently reduced his statements 
to the teen-age level, an effort 
which Nixon 
seemed 
to 
forget 
might offend many intelligent peo­ 
ple. But. as he said, he didn’t 
think most people paid attention 
to details.

Now that the American election 
campaign is over, the issue of 
peace or war becomes paramount 
in the world today. 
The 
Soviet 
Union has been 
waiting for the 
outcome of the 
campaign 
t o 
deteimine just 
what its next 
move will be. 
T h e theory 
of the Soviets 
is that basical­ 
ly the West is 
disunited a n d 
militarily u n- David Lawrence 
prepared for the kind of “limited 
war,” rather than nuclear war, 
which Moscow would risk. 
There are plenty of issues on 
which a crisis can be built. The 
status of West Berlin is one of 
them. It has always been felt here 
that when the next big break came 
between the East and West, the 
Soviets would simultaneously step 
up their activities, not only in the 
Far East and Africa, but in Cuba 
and Latin America, so as to pro­ 
vide the maximum amount of em­ 
barrassment for the United States 
and its allies. 
The Soviet strategy, of course, 
has been developed in what is 
known as the “cold war” as a 
means of securing Communist ob­ 
jectives without taking the risk of 
military action. 
The idea is to bluff the West 
into making concessions, on the 
theory that the western alliance 
will give in rather than allow even 
a ‘‘limited w ar” to be brought on. 


THE SITUATION in the West 
gradually deteriorated in the last 
few months. Perhaps the biggest 
single 
encouragement 
that has 
been given the Soviets is what has 
taken place 
in 
Great 
Britain, 
where the British Labor party is 
split wide open. 
One faction is insistent that bases 
not be 
granted 
to the United 
States in Europe. The other is 
standing by America but indica­ 
tions are that the so-called “left 
wing” is making progress by ap­ 
pealing to the pacifist sentiments. 
The situation in Italy is still one 
of irreconcilable conflict between 
the Communists and anti-Commu- 
nists but perhaps the biggest gains 
have been made by the Commu­ 
nists throughout Latin America. 


THE BIG QUESTION m a r k , 
however, is what will the United 
States do about it all? 
Both candidates in tve presiden­ 
tial campaign promised a more 
vigorous 
assertion 
of American 
policy. But the details were not 
spelled out. 
Both 
nominees 
indicated 
that 


they would like to 
talk 
further 
with Nikita Khrushchev. This has 
been interpreted abroad as mean­ 
ing that there will be more and 
more parleys before the real crisis 
will develop. The time will come, 
however, when Premier Khrush­ 
chev will decide to test American’s 
resolution and the effectiveness of 
its leadership in the world. 
The climax is not expected to 
come at once but certainly within 
the next year the people of the 
United States will have to make 
up their minds whether they wish 
to prepare for real sacrifices and 
face sternly the Communist threat, 
or whether they want to drift along 
with more and more conferences 
that in the end will inevitably mean 
demands for greater and greater 
concessions. 
It was this process of frequent 
conferences and steadily increasing 
c o n c e s s i o n s that encouraged 
Hitler to believe that the West 
wouldn’t fight. 
Without doing any sabre-rattling 
and without taking any provoca­ 
tive steps, the United States will 
be obliged to indicate in no uncer­ 
tain terms that it will Tight if nec­ 
essary for the protection of the 
whole western alliance, including 
Berlin. 


THE HOPE of Moscow has been 
that the presidential election would 
muddy the waters, produce vacil­ 
lation in American policy and ulti­ 
mately a retreat in the face of 
growing demands by the Soviet gov­ 
ernment. 
With the e l e c t i o n campaign 
over, there will be less partisan­ 
ship 
exhibited 
In 
the 
United 
States and a tendency to u n i t e 
ranks behind the government’s pol­ 
icy. But the pressures of the paci­ 
fist elements and the appeasers, 
who believe that by more confer­ 
ences war can be avoided, will con­ 
tinue, while in Moscow efforts will 
be intensified to bear down mor# 
and more heavily on the West in 
the belief that big gains for the 
Soviets can be made through such 
maneuvers. 
So far as a nuclear war is con­ 
cerned, the belief is growing that 
neither side would wish to use 
nuclear weapons and that a so­ 
called “limited war” is more like­ 
ly to ensue. 
The Soviet theory, of course. Is 
that the Communist regime can 
stand such a war much more read­ 
ily than can the national economy 
of each of the Western countries. 
Now that the American election 
is over, the Soviet policy will tend 
to become clearer. If ever in his­ 
tory there were a need for maxi­ 
mum alertness d u r i n g so-called 
peacetime, it will be in the next 
few months.

campaign 
promises, 
are yet to take concrete form. 
And even after the new occupant 
of the White House has made 
these clear, most of them will still 
be up for the Congress to decide 
whether they will or won’t become 
realities. 
The stock m arket’s reaction for 
a few days will tell a lot about 
what some traders think is in 
store. 
But the history of the m arket’s 
Initial reflexes to election returns 
hasn’t been impressive In almost 
all instances it has been short­ 
lived—reflecting 
the 
enthusiasm 
of partisans of the winning side 
and the gloom and doom feelings 
of partisans of the losing side. 
Usually the market has resumed 
quickly the course it already was 
taking. 
Actual business conditions and 
prospects will count more the rest 
of this year than will guesses as 
to what the new administration 
may do—either to spur industry 
or to enact policies it considers 
restrictive. 
Even guesses as to whether a 
sound dollar or more inflation is 
in store will remain just that for 
some time—mere guesses, 
Remember it is President Ei­ 
senhower 
who 
will 
deliver 
the 
State of the Union message next 
January. He will present the next 
budget to the new Congress. And 
while he is expected to consult his 
successor on the new budget, it * 
unlikely that President Eisenhow­ 
er will propose any expenditures 
of which he strongly disapproves 
They would have to wait until 
late in January at the earliest. 
The 
incoming 
president 
has 
made it plain he expects to spend 
more money than the present one 
Businessmen 
have 
already 
dis­ 
counted this in advance, noting 
that in their campaign speeches 
both candidates had taken this 
stand 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
been moving since March — and 
especially in recent weeks — to 
make credit plentiful and interest 
rates lower. The U.S. Treasury, as 
a 
sort 
of 
counterbalance, 
has 
taken steps of late to keep short­ 
term interest rates stable — and 
thus to retard the flow of U, S 
dollars and gold abroad to more 
h ie ra tic investment markets 
Movie to protect the dollar's 


stability already are under way. 
It will be some time before new1 
administration 
policies 
could 
change this trend. 
And international bankers note 
that both candidates during the 
closing weeks of the campaign 
promised, at least, to work for 
a sound dollar. 
So the incoming president 
is 
pledged to be as much against 
inflation as he is against sin. The 
measures that will make or break 
his pledge are yet to be spelled 
out concretely.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Repub ­ 
licans hav e gained two more seats 
on the Ohio delegation to the U.S. 
House of Representativ es as a re­ 
sult of the general election. They 
cow will outnumb er the Democrats 
16-7. 
Until 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
the 
Ohio delegation was div ided 14-8 
in fav or of the Reimb licans. There 
was one v acancy, created b y the 
death of Rep. Jam es G. Polk, High­ 
land County Democrat. 
Neither of the state’s United 
States senators had to run in this 
election. 
One of the two additional seats 
surrendered b y the Democrats was 
that of Rob ert W. Lev ering of the 
)7th District, the only incumb ent 
defeated. Lev ering was b eaten b y 
John M. Ashb rook, an attorney 
and pub lisher of a w e^ly paper 
at Johnstown in Licking County. 
Ironically, Ashb rook is the son 
of William A. Ashb rook, who rep­ 
resented the sev en-county 17th Dis­ 
trict for almost 20 years — as a 
Democratic congressman. 
Lev ering, an attorney and cattle 
b reeder from Fredericktown and 
Mount Vernon who surv iv ed the 
World War II Bataan death march, 
tried fiv e times b efore finally gain­ 
ing the office in 1958.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )-R epub- 
licans have gained two more seats 
on the Ohio delegation to the U.S. 
House of R epresentatives as a re­ 
sult of the general election. They 
now will outnum ber the Democrats 
16-7. 
Until 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
the 
Ohio delegation was divided 14-8 
in favor of the Republicans. There 
was one vacancy, created by the 
death of Rep. Jam es G. Polk, High­ 
land County Dem ocrat. 
N either of the 
state’s United 
States senators had to run in this 
election. 
One of the two additional seats 
surrendered by the Democrats was 
that of Robert W. Levering of the 
17th D istrict, the only incumbent 
defeated. Levering was beaten by 
John M. Ashbrook, an attorney 
and publisher of a weekly paper 
at Johnstow n in Licking County. 


Ironically, Ashbrook is the son 
of W illiam A. Ashbrook, who rep­ 
resented the seven-county 17th Dis­ 
trict for alm ost 20 years — as a 
Dem ocratic congressm an. 
Levering, an attorney and cattle 
breeder from Fredericktown and 
Mount Vernon who survived the 
World W ar II Bataan death m arch, 
tried five tim es before finally gain­ 
ing the office in 1958. He defeated 
Law rence Burns of Coshocton that 
year when Burns stepped in after 
the veteran J. H arry McGregor— 
Levering’s perennial foe—died dur­ 
ing the cam paign. 
And, as they had hoped, Repub­ 
licans captured the Sixth D istrict 
seat held by Polk until his death 
in April 1959. The Sixth is Ohio’s 
largest congressional district geo­ 
graphically, spanning nine coun­ 
ties. 
Republican William H. H arsha 
Jr. from Portsm outh, form er Scio­ 
to County prosecutor and operator 
of a farm in Pike and Scioto coun­ 
ties, defeated Franklin E. Smith, 
also of Portsm outh, for the post. 
Smith has printing, drug store, 
restaurant and farm ing interests. 
The 14 other victorious Republi­ 
can congressional candidates are: 
Rep. Clarence J. Brown of the 
Seventh District, an 11-term vet­ 
eran and dean of Ohio Republicans 
in Congress. Brown, a farm er and 
publisher at Blanchester in Clin­ 
ton County, put down for a third 
tim e the bid of Joseph A. Sulli­ 
van, an insurance underwriter su­ 
pervisor from near London in Mad­ 
ison County, one of eight counties 
in the district.

Are Approved 
At Salineville 


S A L IN E V IL L E —Voters Tuesday 
approved a new 2-mill street light 
levy, a new Woodland Cemetery 
levy for I mill and joined with 
other voters in Southern L o c a l 
School District to renew two school 
operating levies, according to com­ 
plete but unofficial returns. 


Washington Township approved 
a new road maintenance levy for 
2 mills. 


The cemetery levy—first in the 
village’s history — was approved 
447 to 341, requiring only a major­ 
ity vote.

Democrats also took the five oth­ 
er statehouse offices at stake—at­ 
torney general, auditor, treasurer, 
agriculture commissioner and sec­ 
retary of state. 
The election left West Virginia’s 
delegation in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives unchanged. All 6ix in­ 
cumbents — five Democrats and 
one Republican — were re-elected. 
The Democrats increased their 
lopsided control in the State Sen­ 
ate, where they already outnum­ 
bered Republicans 23-9. The Dem­ 
ocrats definitely picked up 
two 
seats which have been GOP-held 
and two others still were in doubt. 
Sixteen of the 32 seats were up 
for election. 
The voters ratified three rela­ 
tively non-controversial constitu­ 
tional amendments by margins 
somewhere between 2 to I and 
to I. 
Clear, sunny weather prevailed 
in most of the state for the voting. 
The turnout exceeded that of four 
years ago, but the final total will 
fail short of 1953’s record total 
of 883,000. 
Democrats were jubilant over 
their comeback from 1966, which 
began two years later in the off- 
year voting. 
In 1956, the Republicans swept 
the top offices in West Virginia 
for the first time in a presidential 
year since 1938. They carried tile 
state for President Eisenhower, 
took the U. S. Senate seat which 
was at stake, elected Underwood, 
and won two of the six congres­ 
sional contests. 
Two years later the Democrats 
regained the Senate seat and one 
of the two lost House seats. Regis­ 
tration this year again heavily fa­ 
vored the Democrats, 678,000 to 
405,000.

Kennedy Campaigned 
On Anchors Aweigh Idea

John F. Kennedy is a former 
naval officer who campaigned for 
the presidency on a theme of 
“ anchors aweigh.” 
He likened the United States to 
a great ship lying at anchor and 
held that she should be sailing on 
to new frontiers—with Kennedy at 
the helm. 
Kennedy rode some rough seas 
of his own in his drive for the 
White House, chiefly a bitter con­ 
troversy as to whether the nation 
was ready for a Catholic presi­ 
dent for the first time. 
He also faced some objections 
to his youth—43 years—but this 
issue appeared to fade as the 
campaign wore on. 
The trim, slim millionaire en­ 
tered the campaign with a back­ 
ground as a war hero, a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning author and a phe­ 
nomenal vote-getter, and with a 
family tradition of public life. 
Kennedy, who speaks with a 
combination of a Harvard accent 
and a New England twang, was 
born in Brookline, Mass., a Bos­ 
ton suburb, on May 29, 1917. 
His maternal grandfather, for 
whom he is named, John F. Fitz­ 
gerald, was mayor of Boston and 
a congressman. 
His father. Joseph P. Kennedy, 
was ambassador to London, chair­ 
man of 
the

change Commission and chairman 
of the Maritime Commission. 
The elder Kennedy earlier had 
built up 
a fortune, through fi­ 
nance and business, that has been 
estimated unofficially at from 200 
to 400 million dollars. 
The boy was only 9 when his 
father set up a million-dollar trust 
fund for him—as he did for each 
of the other eight Kennedy chil­ 
dren. 
Kennedy 
was 
graduated 
cum 
laude from Harvard in 1940 and 
later attended the London School 
of Economics. 
Also in 1940, he wrote “Why 
England Slept,” an analysis of 
British thinking prior to World 
War II. He won the Pulitzer Prize 
for biography in 1957 for another 
book, “Profiles in Courage.” 
Kennedy got into the war as a 
junior 
grade 
naval 
lieutenant 
commanding a patrol boat in the 
South Pacific. 
A 
Japanese de­ 
stroyer sliced through the small 
craft on Aug. 2, 1943. Two crew­ 
men were lost. 
Though he suffered a spinal in­ 
jury, Kennedy led in rescue ef­ 
forts among the survivors, towing 
one wounded man on a five-hour, 
three-mile swim to an island. The

five 
days 
later. 
Kennedy won the Navy and Ma­ 
rine Corps medals and the Pur­ 
ple Heart. 
His spinal injury eventually re­ 
quired two 
operations, 
one 
in 
1945 and another in 1954, the lat­ 
ter requiring eight months con­ 
valescence. 
At the end of the war, Kennedy 
decided to devote his time to pub­ 
lic life. 
He was elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1946 at the age 
of 29 and served three terms. 
The Democrat attracted wide 
political attention in 1952 when 
he was elected senator. He beat

Cabot 
Lodge 
by 
70,000 
votes while Republican Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
was 
taking 
Massa­ 
chusetts by 210,000 votes. 
Kennedy became better known 
nationally when he almost beat 
out the veteran campaigner, Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, for 
the vice presidential nomination 
in the 1956 Democratic National 
Convention. 
The setback was fortunate for 
Kennedy, for if he had won the 
nomination on what proved to be 
a losing ticket his chances for the 
presidential nomination this year 
might have been lessened. 
Kennedy bounced back from his 
1956 experience by winning 
re 
election as a senator in 1958 by 
almost 900,000 votes, the largest 
plurality ever in a Massachusetts 
senate race. 
Then he sailed through seven 
successive state primaries on his 
way to the presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
Kennedy and Jacqueline Bou­ 
vier, a 
member of a socially 
prominent Newport, R.I., family, 
were married in 1953. They have 
a daughter, Caroline, 3, and are 
expecting another child.
